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Officers attacked 
at illegal rave site

YOBS pelted police officers with 
missiles as they tried to break 
up an illegal rave in a disused 
warehouse. 

More than 200 people attended 
the gathering at the former Win- 
mau dartboard factory in Home- 
field Road, Haverhill, which was 
raided by police just before mid¬ 
night on Saturday. 

Several people arrested have been 
released on police bail. 

Two men aged 22 and one aged 19, all 
from Hertfordshire, were arrested on sus¬ 
picion of being involved in the 
organisation of an illegal rave. The 19-year- 
old was also arrested on suspicion of poss¬ 
ession of a controlled drug. They must 
return to Bury St Edmunds police station 
onfanuary 13. 

Two police helicopters were scrambled 
to the scene from Suffolk and neighbouring 
Essex, after officers in Cambridgeshire 
were tipped off about the illicit event. 

Revellers reacted in a "hostile manner" 
to police, and five arrests were made, 
including one for a drugs offence. 

A notice to close down the rave was 
served at 1.40am, and officers contained 
the area. 

People started to disperse from the 
factory at 4am and the premises were 
finally cleared by 7.20am.

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Queen Street traffic 
issue is contentious 


CONFLICTING views have 
been raised after a street re¬ 
opened to traffic following a 
major refurbishment. 

Queen Street in Haverhill re¬ 
opened to vehicles on Monday, 
November 16, but it remains a 
vehicle-free zone between 10am and 
4pm. 

It had been closed to traffic for 
several months while a £400,000 
scheme to upgrade the area was 
carried out - including re-paving, 
new seats and street furniture and a 
new footbridge and pedestrian link 
to the nearby newTesco store. 

The scheme was jointly funded by 
St Edmundsbury Borough Council, 
Suffolk County Council and Tesco, 
with an official opening ceremony 
and a plaque unveiled on Friday, 
November 13. 

At the gathering to unveil the 
plaque, there was a call from one 
heckler for the traffic to be kept out 
of the street, with one trader

responding that it should be kept 
open. 

Harry Zachariou, who runs the 
Deja Vu cafe in Queen Street, said he 
was concerned many people had 
not realised the street would be 
open to traffic again, and claimed it 
was “an accident waiting to happen” 
as pedestrians, including children, 
had been used to walking on the 
road in a traffic-free environment. 

Some shoppers and traders 
believe the street is much more 
welcoming to pedestrians when 
there are no cars there. They point 
out that once traffic is allowed in at 
4pm, the street becomes a “rat run” 
with cars speeding through and 
creating a danger. 

Other traders say their takings 
have gone down while vehicles were 
banned and that people wanting to 
take donations to a charity shop or 


bags of laundry to the laundrette 
stay away because they cannot park 
outside the premises. 

A spokesman for St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council said the road 
closure was a Suffolk County 
Council matter. The road was closed 
to do the work and was now open 
again, as it was prior to the works. 

Concerns were also raised about 
puddles in the centre of the newly- 
paved street at the opening and the 
spokesperson said: “The weekend 
weather was a robust test for the 
new surfacing and has highlighted 
some puddles. We will be monit¬ 
oring the surface for the next couple 
of weeks, as traffic uses it and it 
settles, to see what else may need 
attention.”

VOLUNTEER groups in Haver¬ 
hill have been told they will not 
be left homeless if St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Council 
moves into new offices in the 
town. 

Geoff Rivers, the council's 
chief executive, gave his first 
annual review to members of 
Haverhill Chamber of Comm¬ 
erce on Tuesday. He told mem¬ 
bers that as part of cost saving 
measures, the post held by his 
predecessor as chief officer for 
Haverhill, Mike Dawson, 
would not be filled.

Mr Rivers said: “The offices 
will need considerable money 
spent on them in a couple of 
years time and we are looking, 
with Suffolk County Council 
and other agencies, to see if 
there is a more suitable locat¬ 
ion for us and the voluntary 
organisations to go. We are not 
going to be just pushing them 
out with nowhere to go. 

“I would not be adverse to 
the Gurteens site, or Chalk- 
stone Middle school when it is 
empty or perhaps the Have- 
bury offices.”

Tories’ search 
to replace MR

CONSERVATIVE Party 
chiefs have started the 
process of selecting a 
successor for MP Richard 
Spring, who announced on 
Monday that he would not 
be seeking re-election. 

Mr Spring, 63, has represented 
the Haverhill area in Parliament 
since 1992 when he was elected to 
the former Bury St Edmunds con¬ 
stituency which included the 
town. 

He retained his seat as an MP 
when the constituency bound¬ 
aries were changed in 1997 and 
he currently represents West 
Suffolk, which also includes 
Mildenhall and Newmarket. His 
majority at the 2005 election was 
8,909. 

Mr Spring, a Conservative Party 
vice-chairman, is among more 
than 100 MPs who will not be 
seeking re-election next year. 

Although some of the MPs are 
standing down because of the 
scandal over their expenses and 
allowances, Mr Spring emerged 
virtually unscathed with only a

query over an “inadvertent” 
double claim for a £500 mortgage 
arrangement fee and a treatment 
of a wasps’ nest featuring on his 
claims. 

Mr Spring said he was taking 


the decision to stand down with 
“very mixed feelings”. 

He said: “It has been the 
greatest possible honour to have 
been the parliamentary rep¬ 
resentative for West Suffolk. 

“I have enjoyed this role imm¬ 
ensely. It has been a huge 
privilege to defend and promote 
local electors’ interests both in 
Suffolk and in the House of 
Commons.” 

Cllr Colin Noble, chairman of 
the West Suffolk Conservative 
Association, said: “The people of 
West Suffolk have been extremely 
fortunate to have had such an 
excellent MP as Richard Spring. 

“During his time in the const¬ 
ituency he has worked tirelessly 
for local people and has champ¬ 
ioned the cause of the business 
community and the racing 
industry. 

“I was extremely disappointed 
when Richard told me of his 
decision not to seek re-election at 
the General Election but wish him 
well in his future career. 

“The executive council and all 
our members realise it will be a 
challenge to find a candidate to 
carry on with his valuable work 
for West Suffolk. But it is a 
challenge that we are all looking 
forward to.”

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Charity launches 
appeal for £650k

AN APPEAL to raise more 
than half a million pounds 
to save a former school 
building for community 
use has been launched. 

The £650,000 appeal has been 
kicked off by villagers in Weston 
Colville who want to buy the 
building, known as the Lothbury 
Centre. 

The centre had been run as a 
private arts centre for 15 years by 
its owners, offering art and yoga 
classes as well as talks and 
concerts. Just over a year ago 
they stepped down and the 
Milton-based charity Inspire, 
which promotes well being 
through the arts, took over and 
starting running a programme of 
events there. 

The group was given a two- 
year option to buy the building, 
which runs out next October, 
and has already raised £5,000 
towards its target. 

Now organisers of the appeal 
need letters of support, as well as 
cash donations so that they can 
demonstrate a need for the 
facility to outside funding 
bodies. 

Lorraine Von Gehlen, man¬ 
aging director of Inspire, said 
many of their activities were 
targeted at improving the quality 
of life of disadvantaged or 
disabled people, but the centre 




at Weston Colville was also 
providing an important local 
community function. If the cash 
could be raised to buy the 
building, Inspire aims to 
increase the range of activities 
offered there to create a unique 
arts and health centre, for clients 
from across Cambridgeshire and 
the surrounding counties. 

Ms Von Gehlen said: “It is a 
very special place and people 
find it very conducive to the kind 
of workshops and classes we 
offer. 

“We have a couple of hundred 
people on our mailing list and a 
lot of people would lose out if 
the building was lost. We would 
hate to see it torn down and 
replaced or used for housing. 

“It is a wonderful opportunity 
for us and we have heard some 
positive sounds from various 
trusts and groups, but we really 
need to demonstrate that people 
do want it to continue as an arts 
education centre.” 

The Lothbury Centre currently 
offers weekly classes and 


Saturday special workshops on a 
range of arts activities and 
numbers are kept deliberately 
low to allow as much one-to-one 
work as possible. In addition to 
this there are talks, day schools, 
exhibitions and cinema even¬ 
ings. 

Local arts development 
manager, Lesley Morgan, said: 
“The Lothbury Centre is a real 
asset to the community. The 
danger is that if Inspire does not 
manage to raise the funds to 
purchase and develop the 
building, the community may 
lose it altogether.” 

Inspire is appealing for letters 
of support and donations, big or 
small, to help the fundraising.

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Homeless at 16 and pregnant 
at 18 , but Emilee started afresh 



S ITTING in a 
Cambridge cafe, 
sharing a slice 
of cake with her 
gorgeous little girl, 
Emilee McNeilly 
couldn’t be happier. 
She clearly loves 
being a mum to 
Amarni, 3. And she’s 
just fulfilled a 
lifelong ambition, to 
win a place at 
university 
But Emilee hasn’t 
always been this happy. 
Having walked out of her 
mum’s house at 16, she fell 
pregnant at 18 and by the 
age of 19 was trapped in a 
violent relationship - 
which left her bruised, 
battered and fearing for 
her life. 

“There was a time 
when I found it hard to 
just get out of bed,” 
admits Emilee, 22. 

“Going through 
something like that really 
knocks it out of you; it 
knocks your confidence. I 
had no direction, nothing 
going for me... At least 
that’s how I felt. 

“But you just have to 
keep on trying. I realised 
that I wanted to achieve 
something with my life, 
that I didn’t want to just 
drift along -1 wanted to 
go out there and find my 
own path. I’m on that 
path now, and it feels

brilliant.” 

In the last three years, 
Emilee has changed her 
life beyond all 
recognition. Showing 
true strength of 
character, she’s gone 
from being a cowed 
victim of domestic abuse 
to a star student, set for a 
high-flying career. 

Her achievements were 
recognised when, earlier 
this month, she was 
shortlisted for a Prince’s 
Trust Young Achiever 
Award. 

“The ceremony was 
amazing,” she says, with 
a smile. “Prince Charles 
couldn’t be there himself, 
but he sent a video 
message congratulating 
us all; that made my 
night!” 

Emilee, who grew up in 
Bedford, admits she 
didn’t have the happiest 
of childhoods. Her 
younger brother was 
born with Prader-Willi 
Syndrome, a genetic 
condition which causes 
all kinds of disabilities. 

“His behaviour was 
often challenging and, 
when you’re only little, 
things like that are hard 
to understand,” she says. 
“And then my parents 
divorced when I was 7. 
My dad moved away and 
there was quite a lot of 


tension between me and 
my mum...” 

Things came to a head 
when, aged 16, Emilee 
sneaked out to a club one 
night, breaking both her 
mum’s rules and a strict 
8.30pm curfew. 

“She found out and 
went mad,” explains 
Emilee. “That was our 
last argument. I said 
‘That’s it, I’m leaving’ and 
she said ‘Well that’s good: 
we’re not getting on. I 
want you gone by the 
time I get back from 
church’. By the time she’d 
come back, I’d packed my 
bags and was gone. For 
the next two years we 
hardly spoke; I only saw 
her twice in all that time.” 

Emilee was in the 
middle of studying for 
her GCSEs. “I’d been 
predicted good grades; 
an A in Geography,” she 
remembers. “Then all 
this kicked off and I 
didn’t do any revision at 
all... My teachers were 
great: one of them even 
came to pick me up for 
an exam. But I got all Ds, 
and that was just for 
turning up, really.” 

During her exam term, 
Emilee moved in with a 
school friend - but they 
fell out. She spent the 
next two years staying 
with one friend after 
another and then, a week 
before she turned 18, she 
realised she had nowhere 
left to go. 


Forced to apply for a 
hostel place, Emilee was 
given a bed straight away. 
But she remembers 
feeling really frightened. 

“I thought it was going 
to be full of drugs and 
tough people,” she 
recounts, with a wry 
smile. “There were some 
drugs and some alcohol 
in there, but actually the 
staff were really nice - I’m 
still in touch with some 
of them now.” 

Soon after moving into 
the hostel, Emilee fell 
pregnant. “When I first 
found out I felt numb, to 
be honest,” she recalls. “It 
was a bit of a shock. Me 
and her dad hadn’t been 
together very long and it 
wasn’t a stable 
relationship. 

“For the first week or so 
I didn’t tell him; when I 
did he said he didn’t want 
me to keep the baby, but I 
knew I wanted to keep 
her. We had a lot of 
arguments. I’d never 
really wanted to have 
kids, funnily enough, but 
when I got pregnant that 
changed.” 

Transferring to a 
special mother and baby 
hostel in Bedford, Emilee 
says her relationship with 
her now-ex-boyfriend 
deteriorated fast. “That’s 
when he became 
violent,” she says. “He 
lashed out at me during 
an argument; over time, 
the violence became

more frequent. He 
punched me in the 
stomach while I was 
pregnant, tried to 
strangle me, hit me with 
a metal bar on my legs... 

“I moved out of the 
hostel - because I 
thought if they saw 
bruises on me they might 
call in social services - 
and went into a flat. My 
ex found out where I was 
and came round, saying 
that he wouldn’t leave. 

“Things got quite 
scary. Early one morning, 
about 6am, we had a 
really bad argument. 
Amarni was really small 
and she’d been crying; 
having a new baby is 
stressful. Things just 
blew up. I tried to get out 
of the house, but he 
locked the front door and 
then came at me... 

“Two weeks later he 
punched me right in the 
face. Amarni was at her 
nan’s, so I just ran out of 
the house and straight to 
the police station.” 

Emilee’s ex was later 
arrested, charged and 
convicted of physical 
abuse. He was sentenced 
to five months in prison. 

“That’s when I came to 
Cambridge, to a women’s 
refuge,” explains Emilee. 
“They didn’t tell me 
where I was going until 
the last minute. A taxi 
just arrived for me and I 
got in, all my stuff in 
bags... It was horrible to 
start with; I’d been in 
Bedford my whole life, it 
was all I knew.” 

Emilee says it took at 
least six months for her 
to stop feeling afraid all 
the time - and start 
looking to the future. 
Thanks to the team at the 
refuge, she got in touch 
with Cambridge charity 
Romsey Mill, set up to 


help marginalised young 
people and families. 

Advised to return to 
education, Emilee went 
on to take five GCSEs at 
Cambridge Regional 
College. As a single mum 
- who had to cycle an 
hour each way, to and 
from college, every day - 
it wasn’t always easy. But 
Emilee says she 
genuinely enjoyed 
studying again. And she 
scored top grades in her 
final exams - including 
an A* in photography. 

“That really boosted 
my confidence,” says 
Emilee. “It made me 
realise I wanted to 
achieve something. Yes, 
there are times when I 
get really tired. When I

was biking to and from 
CRC, by the time I got 
Amarni to bed the last 
thing I felt like doing was 
coursework. But I was 
determined, and all the 
hard work was worth it.” 

Emilee says she would 
have struggled to 
complete her GCSEs, and 
her subsequent Access to 
Higher Education course 
(which led to her 
winning her place at the 
University of Bedford; 
she’s in her first year of a 
psychology degree), 
without support. 

She got a government 
grant to help cover the 


costs of childcare and 
The Prince’s Trust funded 
first a laptop, so she 
could do college work at 
home, and then a buggy 
for her bike, so she could 
transport Amarni to the 
childminder’s. 

“There was a time 
when I almost gave up, 
because my childcare 
funding didn’t come 
through,” Emilee 
remembers. “I wrote to 
David Howarth, my MP, 
and he sorted it. 

“I think, because I’m 
really determined, I 
would have found a way 
to keep going anyway. 

But people’s support 
made the whole thing so 
much easier. My goal 
now is to take education 
as far as I can: when I 
finish my degree, I 
definitely want to do a 
masters and then maybe 
a Phd, so I can be a 
proper clinical 
psychologist.” 

In sharing her story, 
Emilee hopes other 
young people, faced with 
troubles in their lives, 
will feel inspired to start 
afresh and build 
themselves a better 
future. 

“The message I want to 
get across is ‘You can do 
it’,” she explains. “You 
just have to keep on 
trying - and never give 
up.”

WINTER coats, big boots 
and super-sized woolly knits 
are doing a good job of 
keeping us snug. Unlike our 
wardrobes, beauty routines 
don’t get such a drastic 
overhaul. 

We’re quick to transform our 
fashions once temperatures 
plummet but our locks are often 
left out of the seasonal 
switchover.

FRIZZ ALERT: Wet and windy 
weather is turning 
my style into a 
frizz-ball. 

“Serum is your 
secret weapon 
against frizz,” 
advises Charles 
Worthington. “It 
calms wayward 
strands and helps 
lock in moisture by 
sealing the hair 
shaft. Smooth a 
serum into wet hair 
prior to blow- 
drying to achieve 
fantastic frizz 
control.” 

HAIR TREAT: I hate 
these long, dark 
nights. How can I 
give my hair some 
easy home 

pampering during 
the winter? 

“Use a good deep 
conditioning 
treatment once a 
week to replace lost 
moisture,” Andrew 
Collinge advises. 


“Use the intensive conditioner 
when you’re in a hot bath or 
steam room as this opens the 
cuticle, allowing the conditioner 
to really sink in for best results. 
Or apply the treatment to towel- 
dried hair, then wrap your hair 
in a fresh towel for 10 minutes 
before rinsing out. This will 
allow the conditioner more time 
to penetrate the hair so you will 
really feel the benefits.” 

TANGLED TRESSES: Once 
temperatures drop, my long 
locks start to look dry and 
tangled. 

“Harsh winter winds can 
cause long hair to tangle and 
matt, leaving your hair looking 
dull, frizzy and in bad 
condition,” warns Collinge. “For 
best results when washing, try a 
shampoo and conditioner 
especially for longer hair. They’ll 
gently untangle all those snags 
and keep your hair looking 
smooth and shiny.” 

GOODBYE STATIC: By the time 
I’ve arrived into work from my 
morning commute, half my hair 
is flying around my head like a 
halo. 

Static is a nasty side-effect of 
the cold winter months but the 
problem can be curbed, 
according to Collinge. “If you 
find your hair getting static 
when going from cold weather

into a warm centrally-heated 
house, try turning down the heat 
setting on your dryer,” he 
advises. 

DULL AS DISHWATER: My hair 
colour looks so dull and lifeless 
during the winter. What can I do 
without the sun to brighten it 
up? 

“If you live in the city, winter 
can be an especially bad time 
for your hair. The pollution in 
the rain can leave dulling 
deposits,” Joel Goncalves 
explains. 

“Use a clarifying shampoo 
daily to get rid of residues that 
may discolour your hair.”

AS much as Gordon 
Ramsay might like to 
believe it, a liberal 
dusting of expletives is 
not the most vital thing 
in any kitchen. 

Neither is salt and 
pepper, as many TV chefs 
would have you believe, 
expensive olive oil, locally 
sourced ingredients, or¬ 
ganic meat or that mezza- 
luna thing Nigella uses 
when chopping parsley. 

The most essential thing 
to have in any kitchen is 
good knife skills. 

You can know every 
classic recipe in the (cook) 
book, but if you can’t slice, 
dice, bone, chop, fillet, 
julienne, shuck and carve 
with the best of them, 
you’re making things very 
difficult for yourself. 
Honing your knife skills 
will not only save you time 
and effort, but make your 
Christmas dinner look 
picture-perfect. 

BASICS 

Sharpen your knives. Don’t 
be scared of them, though. 
There’s a strong argument 
that a sharp knife is 
actually safer than a blunt 
one. You don’t have to press 


as hard with a sharp blade, 
as it does what you want it 
to, therefore reducing the 
risk of slipping and injuring 
yourself. Always let the 
knife do the hard work for 
you, and never bend the 
blade. 

CARVING 

Possibly the most impor¬ 
tant technique on Christ¬ 
mas Day. Chris McLean, 
head chef at Peter Jones 
department store in Lon¬ 
don’s Sloane Square 
advises: “Don’t put the fork 
through the breast at this 
point, it ruins the meat and 
the juices will run out,” 
advises Chris. 

“Find the bone that 
separates the breast, then 
run you knife down under¬ 
neath the meat, following 
the line of the carcass, 
cutting the meat away from 
the bone until you have 
removed the breast in one 
piece. Repeat this step on 
the other side. 

“Now find the joint in 
one of the legs between the 
thigh and the body. Press 
the knife down firmly 
through the joint. This will 
be easy after roasting. You 
can either scrape the meat 
from the legs, or gnaw at 


them when they’re cold, 
Henry VIII style. 

“When you’ve taken 
both legs off, turn the 
carcass upside down, find 
the oyster and run your 
knife around it, doing your 
best to keep this tender 
piece of meat in one piece. 

You can then slice the 
breasts - width ways - and 
you’re done. Voila.” 

SPROUTS 

For this, you’ll need a sharp 
paring or small vegetable 
knife. Remove a couple of 
the outer leaves and chop 
away a little of the stalk if it 
is too long. Then make two 
slices in a cross shape on 
the base. This evens up the 
cooking. 

POTATOES 

After peeling your potatoes 
- either in water or over a 
bowl of water as any dirt 
from the skin won't stick to 
a wet spud - cut them in 
half. 

Then place the cut side 
down on the board and cut 
in half again. 

PARSNIPS 

Peel your parsnips and top 
and tail them in the same 
way you would a carrot.

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Health workers first 
to get swine flu jabs 



THOUSANDS of 
front-line health staff 
in Cambridgeshire are 
getting the first wave 
of swine flu vaccine 
jabs. 

NHS Cambridgeshire has 
launched the major oper¬ 
ation, which will see more 
than 7,000 employees 
vaccinated, including 
doctors, nurses and 
ambulance crews. 

As well as medical staff, 
plans are in hand to give 
the vaccine to care workers 
and other key personnel. 

NHS chiefs say it will 
also be given to priority 
groups, including: 

■ Adults and children over 
six months and under 65, 
who are in the current 
seasonal flu “at risk” 
groups; 

■ Pregnant women, at any 
stage of their pregnancy; 

■ People who live in the 
same house as someone 
whose immune system is 
“compromised by disease

or treatment”; 

■ People aged 65 and over, 
who are in the seasonal flu 
“at risk” groups. 

At present, supplies of 
the vaccine are only 
available to front-line 
health workers and to the 
priority groups. GP 
surgeries in the county are 
currently arranging for 
people in these groups to 
come in and have the 
injection. 

A spokeswoman for NHS 
Cambridgeshire said: “The 
vaccination programme 
will be extended to other 
groups - initially children 
aged six months to five 
years - in due course. 

“The vaccine is safe and 
proven to prevent swine flu 
infection.” 

Dr Lincoln Sargeant, 
public health consultant 
for NHS Cambridgeshire, 
said: “We would encourage 
anyone in one of the

priority groups to have the 
swine flu vaccination. 

“For most people so far, 
swine flu has been a mild 
illness, which will last 
around a week. However, 
some people are more 
likely to be seriously ill 
with swine flu. 

“These include people 
with long-term health con¬ 
ditions, pregnant women, 
or those people with com¬ 
promised immune 

systems. 

’’We’re encouraging 
front-line clinical staff and 
social care staff to take up 
the vaccine to minimise 
not only their risk of 
getting the disease, but 
also to ensure their 
vulnerable patients aren’t 
put at risk.”

A classic 
dilemma 
for Tevye 


LOVE, identity and very big 
beards are on the agenda as 
Cambridge Operatic Society 
turns the clock back to early 
20th century Russia for its 
new production of the 
classic musical Fiddler on 
the Roof. 

In a Jewish village in early 1900s 
Russia, Tevye, a poor milkman with 
five daughters, struggles to 
preserve his family’s traditions in 
the face of a changing world.

Berry good ways to 
add colour in winter 


I f you're looking for 
colourful pots which will 
last a bit longer than a 
few shortlived pansies this 
winter, it’s worth shopping 
around for evergreen and 
berried shrubs and grasses. 

Garden centres are now awash 
with winter cherries (Solanum 
capsicastrum), bearing large 
bright-orange berries which look 
tempting but may not last too 
long outside unless you give them 
a really sheltered spot. 

A better bet for a splash of 
colour in a contemporary pot 
would be Callicarpa bodinieri 
‘Profusion’, a hardy shrub which 
produces bright purple berries in 
winter, standing out among 
underplantings of ivy and winter¬ 
flowering heather. 

Some shrubs last well in pots 
and can then be successfully 
grown in the garden. 

Skimmia ‘reevesiana’, a 
hermaphrodite producing vibrant 
red berries, looks wonderful in 
pots, as does its relative S. 
japonica ‘Rubella’, with its deep 
red flower buds, which can be a 
vibrant focal point in any 
container. 

If you transfer skimmia from 
their pots to your borders in 
spring and you want berries in 
future years, make sure you grow 
male and female plants together. 

‘Foremanii’ is female and 
produces large bunches of 
berries, while ‘Fragrans’ is male 
and recommended for its floral 
fragrance. 

Deep-coloured heucheras also 
remain pretty hardy over the

winter, contrasting well with 
variegated euonymus and 
seasonal accent plants including 
cyclamen from the Miracle Series, 
which will flower for weeks and 
tolerate mild frosts. 

Viburnum tinus is another 
reliable evergreen shrub which 
can comfortably fill a winter pot. 
Its buds reveal a dark pink tinge 
when they open, later lightening 
to pure white as the flowers open 
between late winter and early 
spring. 

When planting your winter 
pots, buy a container labelled 
‘frost-proof’ rather than ‘frost- 
resistant’, which will withstand 
the British weather more 
effectively. Line the inside of the 
pot with plastic bubble-wrap to 
prevent compost from freezing 
and damaging the roots, but don’t 
cover the drainage hole. 

Line the base of the pot with 
crocks or chunks of polystyrene 
to ease drainage. 

Half-fill the pot with compost. 
For permanent plantings of 
shrubs and perennials, use a soil- 
based compost such as John 
Innes No 3, which holds on to 
water and nutrients well while 
encouraging good air movement 


and drainage. Sit the rootball of 
your main plant about 2.5cm 
below the container rim, initially 
sitting the plant in its pot in the 
container to gauge the right 
depth. 

Knock your plant out of its pot 
and position it in the container, 
holding it steady as you add more 
compost to secure it, and raise the 
level of compost to suit the other 
plants. 

Many people forget about 
grasses in the winter, but it’s a 
time when they can come into 
their own in pots, adding huge 
architectural value and texture to 
the scene. And you can always 
transplant them into your garden 
when winter is over. 

Sculptural grasses such as Carex 
comans ‘Bronze form’ can make a 
striking formal feature, while tall 
containers look great with sword¬ 
like phormiums and sedges, 
mixed with the cascading foliage 
of carex. They are extremely low 
maintenance and highly visual, 
particularly in winter when not 
much else can steal the limelight. 

Alternatively, use a tall grass 
planted in a pot on its own, such 
as Stipa gigantea, a densely-tufted 
evergreen type that’ll look great 
on a frosty morning and wave in 
the slightest breeze. 

Of course, if you are a flower fan 
and want to make the most of 
winter blooms, you could plant 
up some hellebores in pots, which 
will provide a terrific display of 
foliage and flowers throughout 
late winter and early spring, in 
shades of white, cream, yellow, 
green, pink and purple through to 
almost black. 

They do particularly well in 
partially-shaded areas. 

There’s really no reason that 
you can’t have beautiful winter 
containers of plants which you 
can transfer to beds and borders 
at a later date to give you pleasure 
in years to come. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Gaultheria (Wintergreen) 

You may see a lot of these small 
shrubs in garden centres bearing 
their colourful red or purple 
berries at the moment, and they 
can be easily grown in pots of 
ericaceous compost or in a garden 
with lime-free soil in partial 
shade. 

Gaultheria is most commonly 
seen as ground cover under 
rhododendrons or camellias, but 
if you want a taller variety you can 
choose G. shallon, which grows to 
1.5m, producing dark purple 
berries. 

Others, such as G. mucronata, 
are more suitable to add low- 
growing interest to containers or 
borders, with their large 
porcelain-like berries in shades of 
dark pink, red and white 
appearing in November. 

Male and female flowers are 
nearly always borne by different 
varieties, so you need to plant 
more than one type to be sure you 
will have berries. Female varieties 
include ‘Cherry Ripe’ and ‘Lilian’, 
while male types include 
‘Thymifolia’ or ‘Male’.

VAUXHALL’S Corsa is set to sell 
more sub-125g/km cars than any 
other model range in the UK next 
year thanks to significant efficiency 
gains in its engine line-up. Better 
still, buyers will benefit from zero 
VED on all manual Corsa models 
from next April. 

The ultra-economical engines - 
all of which, bar the VXR model, 
exceed 50mpg combined when 
fitted with a manual gearbox - are 
joined by a raft of improvements to 
the Corsa’s chassis, boosting its 
driver appeal still further. 

While the economy star of the 


range is the new 92bhp diesel 
ecoFLEX model, which achieves 
76.3mpg on the combined cycle 
(and 88.3mpg on the extra urban 
cycle), each of the Corsa’s petrol 
engines is now more economical, 
yet more powerful. The 1.0-litre 
now produces 64bhp (up 4bhp), 
yet emits just 117g of C02, 
dropping it two VED bands and 
meaning that owners now pay just 
£35 per year in road tax, down 
from £120, and none at all from 
next April. 

The Corsa’s 83bhp 1.2-litre petrol 
has also dropped a VED band and 


gained 5PS in power, while the 1.4- 
litre - which now produces 98bhp, 
up 9bhp over the current model - 
has dropped two bands and sips 
just 51.4mpg, up from 46.3mpg 
for the existing model. 

Reinforcing the 98g, zero-VED 
ecoFLEX model in the Corsa’s 
diesel range is a 73bhp version of 
the same 1.3 CDTi, emitting 
114g/km, and a more powerful 1.7 
CDTi which now produces 127bhp, 
yet drops 12g/km in C02 
emissions. A new eco gear shift 
indicator housed within the 
instrument cluster is available on 


most models in the range. 

But running costs and emissions 
are not the only weapons in the 
revised Corsa’s armoury. To 
maintain the Corsa’s incredible 
success in the small car class, 
Vauxhall’s engineers have made 
important revisions to the car’s 
steering and suspension set-ups. 
Softer springs have been employed 
in the front suspension, mated to 
an anti-roll bar with new bushes 
and an increased diameter, 
improving ride and control 
characteristics.

£2,744 a year to run a car 


ANNUAL running 
costs for second¬ 
hand cars are now 
higher them those for 
new vehicles, it was 
revealed this week. 

Motorists now need to 
fork out an average of 
£2,744 a year to run a 
used car, compared with 
only £2,219 for a new 
model, a cost-of- 
motoring index from the 
RAC showed. 

One of the main 
reasons for the 
discrepancy is that 
annual maintenance 
costs for used vehicles 
average £787, compared 
with just £366 for new 
models. 

The new-car annual 
running cost figure for 
2009 was five per cent 


down on the 2008 aver¬ 
age, yet an RAC survey 
showed that 80 per cent 
of motorists felt their 
annual costs had risen. 

But the annual costs 
have been driven lower 
by a dip in fuel prices, 
with petrol being 10 per 
cent cheaper than a year 
ago and diesel prices 
falling 14 per cent. 

The RAC index 
showed: 

■ 45 per cent have made 
changes to their car 
ownership habits in 
2009, with a fifth of these 
getting rid of their 
second car; 

■ 28 per cent of 
motorists are using their 
car less, with 6 per cent 
switching to a smaller 
model; 

■ Twice as many women 


as men have downsized 
their car; 

■ Two in three who have 
made changes to vehicle 
ownership will not revert 
back once the economy 
revives; 

■ 26 per cent said they 
could not afford to 
reduce car ownership or 
go for a smaller model; 

■ Only 6 per cent of 
those who had bought 
smaller models men¬ 
tioned the Government’s 
car scrappage scheme as 
a reason for their 
change; 

■ 34 per cent thought of 
reducing their car use 
this year but did not, 
with mobility being the 
main reason for not 
changing. 

RAC motoring 

strategist Adrian Tink 


said: “It’s been a tough 
year for motorists, and 
while it’s good news that 
the costs of running a car 
have slightly dropped in 
the past 12 months, it 
probably won’t feel like it 
at a time when the family 
budget is being squeezed 
from all sides. 

“So despite the drop, 
the overriding desire for 
drivers is to cut back 
where they can.” 

He went on: “We’re 
seeing motorists really 
question how they use 
their cars. 

“The trend towards the 
one-car family shows 
how people are prepared 
to make fundamental 
lifestyle changes for the 
benefit of themselves, 
their families and their 
pockets.”
